To the Editor of the Times—Sm: 
The matter of currency is a subject that 
has always been a trouble to political 
The subject itself is an ex- 
tremely complicated one, but the great- 
est trouble is to make the public and 
those interested, understand the funda- 


mental laws that regulate any currency. 
One of those laws and the principal 
one is that there can be but one metal, 
or substance, used for a standard of 
If values never changed, 
you might have as many substances as 
you chose for standards. 
we have a number of currencies, the

than gold, and we should be left with a 

silver currency.

I consider that this is a perfectly le- 
itimate course to take, if it will be for 
best interests of the country. 


The first consideration in establish - 


considered. Is it expedient for a na- 
tion producing so large a quantity of 
silver to do away with that metal as an 
article of currency? The fact of doing 
so would throw all the present currency 
of silver into the smelting pot, to be 
used up manufactures, and this 
would so glut the market as to reduce 
its value very considerably. 


This line of argument goes to show 


that there be but one standard, and 
it is only for us to say which will an- 
swer our purpose the best, gold or sil - 
ver, and I consider that, taking all in- 
terests into consideration, silver 
should be chosen. Our interests are 
more bound up with silver than with 
gold. The greatest hardship in this 
case of making silver the standard 
would be with those who have fixed in- 
comes, but as the great bulk of the peo- 
ple earn their living by some occupa- 
tion or another, it would be only reas- 
onable that the interest of the great 
majority should be considered. 


AsI said in the beginning of this ar- 


ticle, the regulation of the currency isa 
very difficult matter. I have endeav- 
ored to show that no official act can 
make and keep any two substances of 
lative value to each other 
for all time; also that we have a perfect 
right to choose either gold or silver for 
|our currency—whichever, in fine, is 
most to our interest.
